Stadium plan a hit

Luton Town targets move to Power Court in town centre 


PLANS for Luton Town’s new foot¬ 
ball stadium have met with sup¬ 
port and excitement. 

On Monday morning Luton Town 
announced they had selected the 
town centre site Power Court as the 
preferred location for a new 17,500 
seat stadium, which would see The 
Hatters move away from 
Kenilworth Road, their home for 
110 years. 

Hatters fan Dan Heley said: “I 


think that it’s a fantastic decision 
for the club and town. 

“Power Court allows for a much 
needed new stadium to be built at 
the heart of the town, and fits in 
well with the wider regeneration of 
that area.” 

Land next to Junction 10 of the Ml 
was previously mooted as a loca¬ 
tion for any new stadium and is 
marked as such in Luton Borough 
Council’s local plan, which would 


needed to be changed in order for 
the Power Court project to happen. 

Gary Sweet, chief executive of the 
club, said: “The mission of the 
Luton Town 2020 group was a set of 
tasks to be completed by that year, 
one of which was a new stadium. 

“We’d be hampering our own 
ambitions by moving to J10. 

“The way we’re going to use it 
allows us to fund a fantastic, ambi¬ 
tious football stadium in the centre 


of town.” The plan is for the 40 acre 
J10 site to be turned into a mixed 
use business site, both retail and 
offices. 

Cllr Sian Timoney, portfolio hold¬ 
er for regeneration said: “It’s bril¬ 
liant news and an exciting oppor¬ 
tunity for both the club and the 
town. 

“It’s something the council will 
look at when the planning applica¬ 
tion comes through.” 


Big bill for 
fly-tipping 

ALMOST £100,000 has been spent 
clearing up fly-tipping in Central 
Bedfordshire in the last three years, LoS 
can reveal. 

Central Bedfordshire Council said it 
was working ‘relentlessly’ to clamp- 
down on the problem after recording 
5,452 fly-tipping incidents in 2013- 
2015. 

The figures follow recent revelations 
that neighbouring Luton Borough 
Council also had high levels of fly-tip- 
ping. Central Bedfordshire said the 
issue was down to ‘opportunists’ dis¬ 
carding their rubbish illegally.

Councillor issues ‘positive’

A COUNCIL leader has chal¬ 
lenged a photographer who took 
pictures of illegally dumped rub¬ 
bish to also showcase the town’s 
‘positive aspects’. 

Luton Labour leader councillor 
Hazel Simmons said the images 
taken by freelance photographer 
Tony Margiocchi and published in 
the national press had presented a 
‘misleading picture’ of the town. 
On December 13 Luton on 


Sunday ran a story highlighting 
the town’s battle with fly-tipping. 

The pictures were also published 
by the Daily Mail and the Metro 
with the headline, ‘Is Luton the 
dirtiest town in Britain?’. 

In a letter written to LoS, she 
said: “As a local newspaper you 
rightly showed the effects of these 
crimes and hopefully encouraged 
your readers to think about how 
we’ve all got a part to play here. 

“What we do take issue with is 
the national newspaper that used 
photographs taken by a freelance 
photographer to present a mis¬ 


leading picture of the situation 
and the debate, and clearly had no 
interest in anything except put¬ 
ting the town and its residents 
down. On behalf of the large 
majority of Luton residents and 
businesses who are proud of the 
town and our environment, I 
would like to invite the photogra¬ 
pher to address this misbalance 
by showcasing the many positive 
aspects of our town so the wider 
world can see our vibrancy and 
investment potential.” 

Mr Margiocchi said: “All cllr 
Simmons wants to do is to show 


the town centre where they spend 
their money when it’s other parts 
of the town that really need help. 

“Luton is a nightmare with 
regards to fly-tipping. They need 
to prosecute. I do not know how 
but they used to do covert CCTV, 
they need to go back to it. 

“My concern is the health haz¬ 
ard. I can go out today and take 
really beautiful pictures of Luton 
but that is not the solution. 

“I’m not having a go at the coun¬ 
cil but the problem is with the 
people who are doing the fly-tip- 
ping who need prosecuting.”

She was unable to find another 
place to rent and was put up in a hotel 
by Luton Borough Council. 

However, last Tuesday the council 
told her a temporary flat at Wesley 
House, in the town centre, had been 
made available for them. 

Alex filmed herself sharing the news 
with her children, prompting Billy to 
break down in tears. It went viral 
after she shared it online and has 
been seen by 209,642 people to date. 

She said: “I rang the Luton Law 
Centre and told them about my chil¬ 
dren and how the law says it should 
not be allowed for us to share one 
room. 

“They said their housing solicitor 
would ring and after talking to them 
the council called to say they’d found 
a place for me.” 


Alex is now in the flat she has 
described as an ‘early Christmas pre¬ 
sent’ and looking for furniture. 

She added: “I wanted to record the 
video because I know how much it 
means to Billy because he kept saying 
he did not like the hotel. 

“My daughter did not say much to be 


honest but she still did not like living 
in the hotel. It’s really modern and I 
did not think it would be as nice as it 
is. The next thing is to try to get some 
furniture, so things like a sofa. 

“When I moved out of my other flat I 
did not take anything into storage 
because of the cost.”

Landlord’s horror 
at shotgun attack

THE landlord of a house that was the scene of 
a shock shooting this week has spoken of the 
terrifying moment the bullets rained down 
on his tenant’s property. 

Bedfordshire Police are still investigating 
the incident in Biscot Road, Luton, after 
reports that shots were fired at around 6.20pm 
on Sunday. 

Nobody was injured and the force said it is 
being treated as an ‘isolated incident’. 

Oli Khan, a chef who owns five properties in 
Biscot Road, said he was at work when he was 
told that one of his tenants had found a bullet 
lodged in the wall. 

Mr Khan said: “We don’t know what hap¬ 
pened but some people said there were people 
shouting outside. 


“Somebody fired a gun and the bullet came 
through the window of the house which is 
next door to mine. 

“I own five houses here and there is a couple 
living in that room. They saw that the window 
was broken and then they called us and said 
they were really scared that somebody had 
tried to shoot them. I was not at home and my 
brother called the police and they arrived 
within two minutes. 

“People are not just allowed to have guns so 
these people must have illegal guns.” 

On Sunday the scene was examined by offic¬ 
ers with road closures still in place at Biscot 
Road, at the junctions with Sheridan Road, 
Waldeck Road, Cavendish Road and Beaumont 
Road on Monday. 

Anyone with information that could assist 
the investigation or who witnessed the 
incident is asked to contact police on 101.

Centre over the 
limit for boozing

CONCERNS over street drinking in the 
town centre have led councillors to restrict 
a newsagent’s licensing conditions. 

Express News, in Park Street, has been told 
it can only sell alcohol between 10am and 
10pm instead of the 6am to 2pm timeframe 
the shop’s new owner has applied for. 

The decision was made during a meeting 
on Tuesday chaired by mayor of Luton, coun¬ 
cillor Dave Taylor. 

Earlier this year, while under its previous 
management, the shop was fined £935 for 


selling two bottles of alcohol to minors. 

The application by the new owner had 
been opposed by Bedfordshire Police and 
the Salvation Army, which both said the area 
was popular with street drinkers. 

The police force said it had received 19 calls 
related to anti-social behaviour in Park 
Street since October 1 this year. 

However, cllr Taylor said it would have 
been ‘unreasonable’ to prevent the shop 
from selling alcohol altogether. 

He added: “The shop cannot sell anything 
above the 5.5 per cent alcohol by volume 
level, so none of those strong lagers or ciders. 

“They also agreed they will be responsible 
and we felt assured by what they said.”

IN the last of our series 
from the frontline of polic¬ 
ing, CARL MUNGAZI heads 
for Bedfordshire Police's 
force control room... 

“Hello, Bedfordshire Police. 
How can I help you?” 

What happens in the peri¬ 
od between a phone call to 
the police and the arrival of 
an officer? 

Well, more than you might 
realise. The force control 
room at Bedfordshire 
Police’s Kempston head¬ 
quarters serves to ensure 
that officers out on the 
street know where they are 
going and who or what they 
are looking for. 

The team takes between 
430-450,000 calls a year, 
with 126,000 of them com¬ 
ing via the 999 service. 

Working in shift patterns, 
the 113-strong team is made 
up of call handlers and radio 
operators who are tasked 
with being the public’s first 
point of contact. 

Wayne Humberstone, head 
of the control room, said: 
“We are the first line of con¬ 
tact with the force so my 
staff are either on the tele¬ 
phone or in the enquiry 
office and are generally the 
first people to see or the first 
to take a call from someone, 
so it all starts here. 

“For me it’s about manag¬ 



ing them and making sure 
we have enough staff there, 
making sure we can respond 
to the calls coming in for 
service in a timely way and 
ensuring that the quality of 
those calls is assessed.” 

Call handlers normally 
deal with one call at a time, 
gathering background infor¬ 
mation and cross-referenc¬ 
ing it with other cases. 

If an officer is then called 
out, they will be looked after 
by a radio operator who is 


also keeping an eye on sev¬ 
eral other live jobs. 

During my ‘shift’ at the 
control room I spent time 
with PC Heather 
Hutchinson, one of the 
many officers who spends 
time helping out. 

She joined the force in 
2004 and spent four years 
taking calls before becom¬ 
ing an officer. 

PC Hutchinson said: “We 
sometimes have people who 
call and ask if they are want-

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and saving lives 



ed. But if people want infor¬ 
mation about themselves 
they have to go through the 
right department. 

“I remember I once had 
one guy call who was clearly 
responsible for a domestic 
abuse incident and ask if he 
was wanted.” 

The police’s 24-hour 
nature means the control 
room is constantly evolving. 

Staff levels are checked 
every 15 minutes and a 
piece of software compares 


this with the number of 
calls received last year. 

This helps the force plan 
in advance for busy periods 
such as Halloween and New 
Year’s Eve when they receive 
double the number of calls. 

Planning for Christmas 
began in July. 

However, for Mr 
Humberstone and his team, 
recent changes in public 
service funding has added 
new dimensions to their 
roles. 


He said: “The police force 
has really become society’s 
social workers. 

“When other agencies are 
not able to respond to inci¬ 
dents - we’re 24/7 and they 
might not be, or they are not 
able to respond as they used 
to - it ultimately falls to the 
police to deal with because 
our primary function is to 
preserve life. 

“The pressures are mas¬ 
sive and shouldn’t be under¬ 
estimated.”

British wildlife through a lens. 


WHAT did one squirrel say to the 
other squirrel? 

How do my whiskers look? I have to 
get ready for my close-up.” 

Okay, that was a bad joke but there 
is nothing shabby about the British 
Wildlife Photography Awards exhibi¬ 
tion which is making a welcome return 
to Stockwood Discovery Centre. 

The free event, which runs from 
January 16-March 20, showcases the 
beauty of British wildlife as it has 


been captured in pictures. 

Thousands of amateur and profes¬ 
sional photographers have been vying 
to win in 16 categories, including a 
special one for high-definition wildlife 
video and three junior categories for 
young people. 

The winning entry, pictured, by Barrie 
Williams is of gannets on a cliff edge. 
One of the judges, Paul Wilkinson, 
said: “Sea cliffs provide a haven from 
potential predators, a place for birds 


to breed, hunt and safely raise the 
next generation. This vertigo-inducing 
shot shows guano-stained rocks, the 
bustle of lower ledges with birds 
packed tightly and gannets hunting 
over the inky seas below.

He’s back! Show

SOMETIMES being typecast is no bad thing, 
and if anyone knows that, it’s Jason Donovan.

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Honda Civic R "Type 

Take a look inside... 


The Honda Civic Type R returns, 
this time with 3 I OPS beneath 
the bonnet thanks to forced 
induction. Drive goes to the 
front wheels via a six-speed 
manual ‘box, so no change there, 
but under the skin, this thing’s 
rammed with trick bits. It looks 
the real deal. 

The headline figures are unde¬ 
niably impressive. Power comes 
courtesy of a direct-injected 
turbocharged 2.0 litre VTEC 
petrol engine, which really 
delivers a solid punch of both 
power and torque. Peak power 
output is 31 OPS at 6,500rpm, 
and peak torque is 400Nm at 
2,500rpm. If you still associ¬ 
ate hot Hon das with having no 
torque, it’s time to recalibrate. 
Red-lining at 7,000rpm, the tur¬ 
bocharged four-cylinder engine 
catapults the Civic to 62mph in 
5.7 seconds, which is extremely 
brisk for a front-wheel drive 
car. As indeed is the top speed 
of 167mph. A short-throw six- 
speed manual transmission will 
satisfy the purists and the car is 
equipped with a Brembo brake 
package, with 350mm drilled 
discs up front. 

The Type R really amps up the 
otherwise slightly muted styling 
of the ninth-generation Civic. 

A new, almost completely flat 


underside sucks the car onto the 
road and the rear wing, front 
splitter and deep side skirts are 
also demonstrably functional. 

Big grilles in the bumpers direct 
cooling air to the engine and 
brakes. The lightweight 19-inch 
alloy wheels look pretty mean 
with their 34-series rubber. 

The signature colour scheme is 
Championship White, but the 
Civic’s also offered in pearl- 
escent Crystal Black, metallic 
Polished Metal, metallic Brilliant 
Sporty Blue and Milano Red. 

The cabin gets the trademark 
machined-alloy Type Rgear 
lever. High-backed sports seats 
grip the front occupants with 
a suede-effect fabric offset by 
red double stitching. The red 
highlights continue across the 
leather-trimmed steering wheel 
and gearstick gaiter. 

The latest Civic Type R 
makes a whole lot of impressive 
numbers but the acid test will 
come against its most talented 
European rivals. Something tells 
us that this British-built Honda 
will manage to inveigle itself 
into its own niche and feel quite 
unlike the rest of the field, "type 
Rs have always been something 
different, something very special 
and this one promises to be no 
different, turbo or otherwise.

Cuthbert: ‘We let down Still’

Luton’s last-gasp 3-2 victory over 
Exeter last week lifted the mood 
after the John Still era ended, but 
defender Scott Cuthbert admitted 
the players had contributed to 
their former manager’s sacking. 

Paul Benson scored a winner in 
the 100th minute at St James Park to 
end a run of four straight League 
Two defeats that cost the 65-year- 
old his job last Thursday. 

Under the temporary charge of 
Academy and Development 
Manager Andy Awford, the Hatters 
had taken a shock 2-0 lead against 
the run of play, but the Grecians 
levelled with nine minutes to go. 

That was through an Alex Nicholls 
header in which Cuthbert was pole- 
axed, with the skipper requiring 
lengthy treatment, and when a 
linesman also got injured that led to 
nine minutes of time added on. But 
even that time had passed when 
Benson bundled the ball over the 
line for his third in two games. 

“We’ve conceded a lot of goals late 
on and it’s a horrible, horrible feel¬ 
ing, but scoring in the 100th min¬ 
ute, what a feeling. It was unbeliev¬ 
able,” said Cuthbert. 


“It has been such a tough week. 
We’ve said goodbye to the manager 
that brought the club back to the 
Football League, a fantastic man 
who has brought us all to the club. 
We felt, and I certainly feel as an 
individual and as a team, that we 
let him down. For us to go out there 
under Andy, caretaker manager, 
and put in a real good performance 
- the quality might not have been 
there for the full 100 minutes, but 
the commitment was.” 

Jake Howells, who was brought in 
from the cold at left back after 
requesting to leave in the summer, 
said: “It has been a tough week for 
everybody. John was a brilliant 
person and he’s done a lot for the 
club. It’s hard for everyone. To get 
three points was a credit to him as 
well as everyone else at the club. He 
deserves it as much as anyone.” 

The victory, their first in five 
League Two games, moved Town 
up the table from 17th to 13th place 
and Cuthbert said: “It’s a new start 
for us, with Andy coming in, and 
it’s a great start as well. It’s [about] 
looking forward now.” 

It took a stunning 71st minute 
Tom Nichols free-kick to break the 
resilience of Cuthbert and co, who 
had doggedly spent much of the 
match repelling wave after wave of 


Exeter attacks. 

“That’s the way I want to play 
every week. I think, at the start of 
the season, I was showing my qual¬ 
ities and I’ve had a bit of a dip per¬ 
sonally,” the centre back said. 

“My performances of late haven’t 


been good enough, but I think 
[Saturday] was certainly a big 
improvement and I want to keep 
putting those kinds of performanc¬ 
es in, week in, week out, because I 
know I can.” 

Cuthbert returned after two 


games on the sidelines through 
injury and the Scot said: “I want to 
be playing every week. I didn’t like 
sitting in the stands watching the 
Peterborough and the North¬ 
ampton games - I want to be out 
there playing.”

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Howells never 
felt like outcast

JAKE Howells insists he was never 
treated as a pariah by Luton Town 
for wanting to leave, but is now 
grateful for a second chance at the 
club he still loves “to pieces”. 

The 24-year-old’s Hatters career 
looked over in pre-season after he 
announced his intention to leave his 
boyhood club. 

Although the club gave Howells 
their blessing, they rejected one 
transfer bid for his services while 
leaving him out of the first team 
squad altogether. 

A seven-game loan spell at Yeovil in 
September came to nothing and that 
saw Howells return to Kenilworth 
Road to languish in Luton’s reserves. 

That was until last weekend when 
he was brought in from the wilder¬ 
ness to help them topple Exeter in a 
dramatic lOOth-minute 3-2 League 
Two triumph. 

Despite the seven-month gap 
between his 317th and 318th appear¬ 
ances Howells, who came through 
the Luton Academy and made his 
debut as a 17-year-old in 2008, said: 
“I didn’t feel like an outcast at all, 
one bit. 


“Everyone stood by me and 
respected me for what I’ve done for 
the club. It was completely up to me 
whether I wanted to move on or not 
and people stood by me. 

“It is frustrating not being able to 
play [first team] games and playing 
reserve games, which is tough, but 
I’ve kept myself fit. I’ve got my 
chance now and I’ve got to grab it.” 

Howells admitted that his exile 
from first team action had been “a 
learning curve” and mentally diffi¬ 
cult. With him out of the picture, a 
fourth straight defeat had seen the 
club slump to 17th place in the divi¬ 
sion and led to manager John Still 
being relieved of his duties last 
Thursday. 

“It’s tough but it’s more tough 
watching the club that you love to 
pieces not doing so great and you 
can’t give anything to it. But we’re 
Luton Town and it’s never easy,” 
Howells said, adding: “John was try¬ 
ing to get me back in for a while and, 
as it goes, it was just one of those 
things, coincidence maybe, but I got 
put back in [after he left]. John was 
doing everything he could to put me 
back in.” 

Instead, caretaker boss Andy 
Awford was the man to hand Howells 
his first appearance for the club 
since the final game of last season.

“It was like another debut for me. It 
was that feeling again, that buzz 
again. It’s nice to be back,” Howells 
said, adding: “To be honest, I was 
more nervous than I was on my actu¬ 
al debut when I was younger because 
you’ve got to earn that respect again 
in a way. 

“It was probably the wrong one at 
the time, I don’t know, but it’s one of 
theose things. I look at it now that it’s 
gone and I’ve got to prove a point 
again.” 

The left back position could be 
where he gets his chance from 
now on after starting there against 
Exeter, at the expense of Scott 
Griffiths. That, though, wasn’t too 
daunting. 

“When I first started playing in 
League Two when we were minus 
something points, I was playing left 
back,” the former Wales Under-21 
ace said, adding: “People have their 
own opinions, people dislike, like it, 
or not, but if we win and I’m playing 
left back then I’m happy.”
